According to MSN Encarta dictionary, a map is defined as "geographic diagram: a visual 
representation that shows alt or part of Earth's surface with geographic features, urban areas, roads, and other details" or "drawing 
showing route or location: a diagrammetic drawing of something such as a route or area made to show the location of a place or how to 
get there." This definition describes what appears on figure 5 of Berstis, which is a zoom-in picture of a map, showing an interseaction of 
a road. As to whether or not the mapset was constructed prior to the PDA requesting the data, col. 2. lines 43-51 of Berstis discloses 
image contents being collected and stored on given physical media such as a server, which is transferred to a user's computer for 
display.
